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1. Claims 1-38 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. . 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claims are replete with alternative phraseology (In 
claim 1, "being useful for performing ...selecting and/or ... said 
selection being preferably based on a business model... each 
keyword/value pairs is either input, output and/or 
... configuring some or all of the services selected, said 
configuration being preferably performed in such a manner so that 
the configured services are reflecting the business model; 
if necessary or desired, In claim 3, "inherent characteristics 
and/or features" ) as well a statements of intent (in claim 4, 
"performed in such a manner that said inherent characteristics of 
the services is considered during generation so as to establish 
the inherent links") which are not positive limitations. (See In 
re Collier, 158 USPQ 266) It is not clear what is being claimed. 
The claims require only a possibility rather than an actual 
limitation. For example, anything is possible given sufficient 
time and resources. This appears to be a transliteration of the 
foreign document which is repeated in many of the claims so as to 
render the application unexaminable since it is not clear what 
the metes and bound of the claims require. The applicant has 
presented several patents (e.g. the Ginter et al Family) which 
appear to read on the claims as now drawn but the applicants are 
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given this opportunity to rewrite the claims in conformance with 
accepted U.S. Practice as shown in the cited patents provided by 
the applicants.
